They, through the emperor, control the army and 
the navy—and without the consent of the army and the 
navy no new cabinet may be formed, regardless what 
parliament thinks about it.

Graves Tell Story

Yellow Empire Lives in 


Feudal Age, Sells in 


Modern Age 


A digest of the history of Japan was 


given by Albert Graves before Hope 
Hotary club Friday noon at Hotel 
Bprlow. 


Beginning with the opening up of 


Japan to 'foreign commerce by an 
American admiral less than a century 
ago, the speaker traced the nation's 
phenomenal rise to a point where its 
industries have captured or damaged 
the white powers' markets in half the 
world. 


Referring to the medieval condi- 


tions under which the native Japanese 
lives, Mr. Graves said: 


"Japan lives in one age and sells in 


another." 


How long it could continue doing so 


is problematical, and all authoritie 
are agreed that a long war would b 
disastrous for the domestic situatioi 
in Japan, Mr. Graves said. 


White nations' investigation of labo 


conditions behind Japan's romarkablj 
cheap 
machine 
goods 
were 
no 


especially fruitful, he said. The Japs 
while drawing small pay, also enjo 
cheap living costs. Although the av 
erage industrial pay is $10 to $11 
month in American money, it doesn' 
draw a comparable comparison be 
tween American and Japanese living 
conditions. Nor does the farm com- 
parison, the average American farm- 
ing 157 acres, while half the Japanese 
rice farmers hnvc less than an acre 
and a quarter, and three-fourths of 
them less tlian two and a quarter 
acres. 


The Japanese live happily in their 


feudal civilization, unmindful of the 
automobiles and radios owned by the 
people of the nations they are at 
present unselling. What will happen 
if the Japanese suddenly demand some 
of civilization's luxuries for 
them- 


selves, is a matter for the future to 
decide, Mr. Graves concluded.

Italy Is to Turn 


Down New Parley 


Will Not Meet Britain and 
France, on "Volunteers" 


in Spain 


ROME, Italy—(£")—Italian refusal to 
ake part in a three-power conference 
an the issue of intervention in Spain's 
ivil war was reported virtually cer- 
ain Thursday. 


Premier Mussolini's newspaper, II 


Popolo d'ltalia of Milan, said Italy 
would not attend such a conference—i 
proposed by Great Britain and France 
—without Germany. The papare reit- 
erated the oft-stated Italian point of 
view that the issue can be handled 
best through the 27-Nation Non-inter- 
vention Committee ,in London. 


The article said Italy's answer to 


the conference invitation practically 
was ready for delivery. Representa- 
tives of France and Britain called 
upon Italy Wednesday for a reply 
to the joint invitation. 


The newspaper did not disclose 


whether Germany had been consultec 
by the Italian government. The arti- 
cle traced Italian insistence that the 
definition of intervention in Spaii 
should include public enrollment o 
foreign volunteers, press campaign; 
and monetary subscriptions on behal 
of one or the other of the warring 
parties. 


It declared that neither France no 


Great Britain accepted the Italian gov 
ernfent's suggestion that such "inter 
ference" be added to tho prohibition 
in the original set-up of the non-inter 
vent ion agreement. 


'It is not Italy's fault if the prohi 


bition of intervention was not ex 
tended fro mthe beginning also t 
volunteers and the enrollment of vol 
unteers and if this lack made possibl 
Russian military intervention and the 
enrollment of volunteers in the so- 
called 
international brigade, which 


was followed by intervention of volun- 
teers also with the Nationalists (Span- 
ish insurgents)." 


Italian officials said enemies abroad 


are spreading false information of 
troop embarkations for Spain, in the 
hope of provoking a world war to 
prevent a victory by insurgent General 
Franco in Spain. They denied reports 
Italy is sending 125,000 more soldiers 
to the insurgents. 


Several divisions are being sent to 


Libya to garrison that colony in ac- 
cordance with Mussolini's promise on 
his visit there, but there has been no 
undue troop movement in Italy and no 
men are being mobilized for Spanish 
service, officials said.

Robert Brieffault continues with his 


bitter, passionate description of a so- 
ciety collapsing through its own rot- 
tenness in his new novel, '"Europa in 
Limbo" (Scribner's: $2.75). 


A sequel to his best-selling "Europn," 


this book surveys European civiliza- 
tion fro mthe moment of its catastro- 
phe in 1914 to the confused and dis- 
couraged twilight of the curly 1920's. 
In it Julian Bern, the young British 
intellectual through whose eyes Mr. 
Briffault surveys the state of the world, 
experiences the shock of war. drifts to 
Russia to witness revolution nnd count- 
er-revclution, and returns to Englam 
to look on in utter disillusion as the 
empire strives to regain its pre-war 
values. 


As Mr. Briffault sees it, European 


society—acphalist society, that is—is 
doomed. There remains, to him, but 
one question in the modern world: 
how soon and in what manner will 
capitalism's colapse become complete, 
ro that a complete Communist society 
can be built? That anything but utter 
collapse can take place, Mr. Briffault 
indignantly denies. 


His thesis is moving and his man- 


ner is sincere; and yet, as a novel,

The Japanese Foreign Office was 


quoted Friday as saying that no mat- 
ter what decision a nine-power con- 
ference may make, the Japanese em- 
pire's "fundamental policy" will re- 
main unchanged. 


The Japanese News Agency reported 


that the Foreign Office spokesman de- 
clared "Japan is confident she will 
prove equal to the contingency, no 
natter what measures the powers take 
Tgainst her." 


The Foreign Office was said to be- 


lieve, in view of the United States De- 
partment of State's disapproval of 
Japan's actions in China, that signa- 
tories of the nine-power treaty would 
be called into session by the League 
of Nations. 


Japan is one of the signatories of this 


treaty which, among other things, 
binds the signers to respect the sov- 
ereignty of China. The Foreign Office 
made it clear that Japan would not 
participate in any meeting of 
treaty powers.

Christianity made its way in an 


ancient world of evil. Tho pure souls 
who hoard the voice of Jesus and 
:urncd to His wny of life, and the 
early converts who came after that 
First generation of Christians were at 
once face to^acc with all the difficul- 
ties and temptations and dangers of a 
surrounding pagan'world. 


To be a Christian meant to be in con- 


stant danger of persecution because 
the world at. all times has been very 
critical and hostile toward those who 
have not conformed to its ways. 


The menace that besets the Christian 


however, does not all come from with- 
out. In every such situation there are 
.hose who take some compromising and 
expedient way. They do not bluntly 
nnd frankly yield to temptation, but 
hey find some means of justifying 
their 
conduct to 
themselves 
and 


ithers. 
It i.s tills situation that is described 


in this lesson from the one-chapter 
book of .Tudc. Jude is described as 
the brother of James, and it is sup- 
posed that they were brothers, or half- 
brothers, of our Lord. 


Apparently the brothers of Jesus 


were slow at first to believe in His di- 
vine mission, but James and Jude 
became zealous disciples. Our lesson 
reveals Jude as a man of pure and 
beautiful character, zealous to save' 
the early Christians from corruption 
and from the debasing influences of 
their environment. 


His message to the early Christians 


is one of mercy and peace and love. 


into the church who have not under- 
stood the purity and beauty of this 
faith, ungodly men who have been cor- 
rupt and lascivious and who have de- 
nied their Master. He calls upon these 
Christians to remember the words of 
the apostles, that there would arise 
mockers and hypocrites, who would 
be deceived themselves and would 
seek to lure others from the life of: 
the Holy Spirit. 


What are Christians to do in the 


presence of such a situation? 
They 


arc to keep themselves in the love of 
God. They are to seek the mercy of 
Christ into eternal life, and they are to 
be merciful toward others, particular- 
ly toward others, particularly toward 
those who are in doubt. 


Some they are to save, snatching 


them out of the fire, but in other cases, 
mercy is to be associated with fear. 
How finely this is put: "On some have 
mercy with fe-nr, hating even the 
garment spotted by the flesh." 


Where could there be better counsel 


for Christians of today? 
For the 


Christian of today, like these early 
lisciples, is in the midst not only of 
temptations and dangers, but he is 
apt to be beset with attitudes and 
philosophies that would destroy or per- 
vert the simple sincerity and beauty 
of a faith established in mercy, peace, 
njid love. 


Hull Refuses to Recognize 


War—Neutrality Act 


Is "Dynamite" 


By PRESTON GROVER 


WASHINGTON—The neutrality act 


these days is in about the same status 
as the prohibition act in the years 
immediately before repeal. 


Nearly everybody was for abolition 


of the saloon and its attendant evils, 
but many, including the heads of 
government, came to the conclusion 
that prohibition merely substituted 
the speakeasy for the saloon and de- 
veloped a whole new set of "attendant 
evils." 


Now Viearly everybody is for stay- 


ing out of war and for avoiding its 
attendant evils, but many, including 
apparently the headts of government, 
have concluded that the neutrality 
act won't keep us out of war and that, 
if applied, it would bring on a whole 
new set of "attendant evils." 


Dead Letter 


Before repeal you could stand in 


the offices of some federal and state 
enforcement agencies and hear the 
clinking of glasses in the "speaks" a 
few doors distant. Prohibition agents 
would sit around the office hoping 
their pay wouldn't be lopped off, and 
occasionally would dash off into the 
hills and knock over a still they had 
known about for many months but 
which had been "saved up" for a 
time when a raid was necessary to 
satisfy the Anti-Saloon league. 


In Changhai, agents of the depart- 


ment of stale can hear Japanese and 
Chinese shelling, see bombing planes 
overhead, and watch columns of am- 
bulances hauling off civilians wound- 
ed in air raids. But the law enacted 
to cover such situations is not en- 
forced. 


The neutrality act, which 
auto- 


matically goes into effect upon the 
"outbreak of war," and imposes man- 
datory embargoes on war equipment, 
has been voided by this government 
for weeks by tho simple process of 
refusing to recognize there is war. 


Furthermore, Secretary of State Hull 


made it clear in his speech broadcast 
internationally for the national peace 
conference that so far as Japan and 
China are concerned, he expects the 
act to remain a dead letter. Evidently 
only some formidable circumstance 
like a declaration of war by one of the 
countries would impel him to ask the 
President to invoke the act. 


His reason: It won't promote peace. 


'Isolationist' 


The neutrality act is an "isolation:- 


ist" act, and, says Secretary Hull, "any 
nation which completely fails to show 
interest in and to give support for, 
the existence of international order 
would lose its influence fdr peace." 


This country must promote peace 


by avoiding isolation, says Hull, or 
war will spread so widely that even 
isolation won't be safe. 


Just as the prohibs knocked over an 


occasional still to comfort the drys, 
the government now orders its own 
merchant vessels out of China and is- 
sues an occasional "trade at your own 
risk" warning to mollify the isola- 
tionists.

minutes longer, or until a silver knife 
inserted In the center comes out 
clean. Cut when cold. Serve plain 
or with whipped cream.
